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State Mineral 
Output Up 


87,000 Ounce Increase In 
Gold Praduction Reported 
By Mineralogist Bradley 


The total value of the mineral pro- 
duction of California for the year, 1937, ; 
just closed, is conservatively estimated 
by the Statistical Section of the Divi- 
sion of Mines, Department of Natural 
Resources, under the direction of Wal- 
ter W. Bradley. state mineralogist, to | 
have been $351,487,000. This is partly | 
detailed in the tabulation below, but 
as there are more than 50 mineral sub- | 
stances on California’s Commercial 
list, figures on the most important | 
items only are available at this early | 
date. The production report forms are | 
being mailed to the operators in all | 
mineral lines, and the detailed and | 
complete report will be compiled and | 
published later. 

The estimated total of $351,487,000 is | 
an increase of approximately $23,683,- 
000 over the 1936 production total val- | 
ue, and is the largest since 1928. The 
principal increases in value of output 
over those of the previous year were 
shown by petroleum, gold, natural gas, 
brick and hollow building tile, silver, 
copper, lead and quicksilver. The only 
important mineral substances to re- 
gister decreased values ‘were miscel- 
laneous, stone and cement. 

Receipts of bullion at the mint and 
smelters showed an increased output 
of gold of some 87,00 fine ounces. 

us 1937 had the highest annual gold 
alue since 1861, and the largest in 
fine ounces since 1862 with the ex- 
ception of 1883. All other major metals 
‘on the California commercial list show- | 
ed an increase in output with the ex- 
ception of zinc. The silver and copper 
yield each had a total value over the 
million dollar mark.

Propagating Plants From 
South Pacific Island 


BERKELEY, (iP) — New pleasures 
are in store for the future readers of 
Robinson Crusoe. 

The plants, which may become the 
parents future crops in the United 
States, were taken from the largest of 
the Juan Fernandez group, which is 
generally accepted as having been the 
locale for Crusoe and his story. 

Four plants were brought by a lob- 
ster fisherman to Valpariso, Chile, and 
then rushed to the University of 
California by airplane. Two of the 
plants died en route, but the two re- 
maining ones were successfully trans- 
planted and have now re-rooted 25 
times. 

They are expected to bear their first 
fruit this spring and after that the 
species will be propagated in large 
quantities. The fruit is larger and 
tastier than the American varieties,

water lagoons near Venice ... In the 
best. usage today ‘the seven seas’ is 
merely -a figurative term to denote the 
far-flung waters of all the world’s 
oceans . , . it does not mean travers- 
ing ocean Nos. 1, 2, 3, etc., but, instead, 
it means very extensive travel by 
water.”
